16. (Currently amended) A data processing system for managing an 
d i sab ili ty i nsuranc e overpayment recovery service provided by a service provider for 
recovery of an overpaid d i sab ili ty benefit from a disabled individual previously paid by 
a third party, comprising:

computer readable media containing computer software configured to perform 
data processing functions comprising:

filing a claim for the claimant with the SSA to obtain an award of SSDI if the 
claimant qualifies for an award of SSDI from the SSA; 

determining if the claimant qualifies for a recovery of an overpayment of 
benefits paid to the claimant by a third party; 

obtaining access by the service provider from the claimant to a deposit 
account held by the claimant; 

establishing direct payment of SSDI from the SSA to the deposit account; 

verifying, by the service provider, that the deposit account held by the claimant 
has sufficient funds to cover a withdrawal of a predetermined overpayment amount of 
benefits; 

recovering by a computer from the deposit account held by the claimant the 
predetermined overpayment amount; 

deducting applicable fees from the predetermined overpayment amount; and 
returning the remainder of the predetermined overpayment amount to the third 

party. 
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30. (New) The method of claim 1 1 comprising a step of notifying the third 
party if information regarding the amount of benefits to be captured is still required in 
order to recover the amount of overpaid benefits. 

31. (New) The data processing system of claim 16 wherein the software 
instructions being executed by the computer processor notify the third party if 
information regarding the amount of overpaid benefits to be captured is still required 
in order to recover the amount of overpaid benefits. 

32. (New) The method of claim 4 further comprising electronically notifying 
the client that the recovery was made. 

33. (New) The method of claim 1 7 comprising deducting applicable fees 
from the calculated overpayment recovered from the claimant's deposit account. 
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
